To start with everything is in the 
liest of coiulitton in all departments, 
and things run on smoothly enough for 
a time. The pumping engines respond 
to tbe throttle, and the exhaust Is 
clear. So they run smooth and pump 
water with no Increased exiwnse; no 
difference is perceptible. But In time 
the boilers through neglect t>ecome 
badly Inernated and require more coal 
to kaw op ateam. Tba packing of the 
englnea beeonao won, tba plOBgera 
worn, the pomp ralTea broken. There 
Is a loss of ateam and raeaom, a Mg 
"pump Bllppage." and inore coal la re- 
quired. 

Water is being freely wasted, and 
more has to be pumped and filtered. 
The filters are overworki><J, nnd with 
unskilled management soon fail to 
properly perform their work. Impure 
water la delivered to conaumers, and a 
typhoid 4>idemic breaka out 

Then there la trouble, inqoiry and in- 
vestigation. Maybe the atate bowd of 
health Ig called in. >pyhow, the trou- 
ble Is remedied for the present; but, tbe 
city and state being controlled by tha^ 
same party, tbe matter Is smoothed 
over. 

Stopplebelu has bad a lesson, luia 
had experience and would probably 
give eflldent management aa long aa 
the party "kept in," after which tpore 
Inexperience woald ftfllaar.

Sound Argumsnts Put Forward In the 
Fameua Hughaa Veto. 

Bef erring to the two cent tare bill 
which he recently vetoed, Govamor 
Hn^ee of New York gave otteranoe 
to his views on the subject of oooflaea- 
tory legislation as follows: 

'dt is of tbe greatest Importance not 
only that railroad coriAratlons should 
be compellwl to respect their public 
obligations, but also that tbey should 
be permitted to operate under coodl- 
tiona wlilch will give a fair return 
for their aerrlce. Upon this depends 
not almply the aeeority of iaTeaton, 
hot the aeeority of their enployeee aad 
the protection of every form of indna- 
try and commerce through tbe main- 
tenance and extension of necessary 
transportation facilities. Nothing could 
be more opposed to the Interests of the 
community as a whole than to cripple 
transportation corporations by arbi- 
trary reductions of eumlugs. 

"I fufly appreciate tlie fact that those 
who have promoted thia bill believe 
that aoch a rate would be fair. But I 
deem it moat impo^l^at that tiM policy 
of dealing with mattera of thia aort 
arbitrarily, by legialatlve rule of gen- 
eral application without reference to 
ilie demands of justice In particular 
cases, shoulil be condemned. 

"Kvery workiiiKUian. every trades- 
man r.nd every citizen believing him- 
self to liavi' auirlit at stake in the pros- 
perity of tbe country should deter- 
mluiMlly oppose it. for it not only 
thi-eatens tbe atabillty of bualnaas en-
